He put It on the .inos't modern 
basis, saw.-to..lt,tbatwater ,towersi were1 
secured, uidJb engines obtained, and 
was the earnest advocate of the plan 
to iave increased the city water supply 
by installing au immense reservoir on 
top of Twin peaks, at tbe farthest end 
of Market street, which should hold an 
auxiliary supply of 20,000,000 gallons 
to be furnished1 nt high pressure to any 
part of the city when the emergency 
arose.

Tho mains in Sa.u Francisco wore not 


large enough anyhow, and in districts 
wbere there should have been hydrants 
there were none at nil or else they were 
so far apart as .to bo practically use- 
less.

It-was th'e second.time this very much 
needed matter hud been put forward. 
It fell through the first.-time for. some 
reason or other and.tbe recent Confla- 
gration came and found the city with- 
out n fire boat. Tbe ground had been 
selected for the reservoir and the plans 
were being actively pushed. 


No chief bad a Qrrncr place in the 


affections of Ills men than Sullivan. He 
,waa known as a man who always went 
into a burning -building first, and be 
•would not allow bis men to take any 
risk tbat lie did-not take himself. -His 
great kindness of heart was a byword 
not only In the ilepar'tm'efft, but all over 
the city, so that bis death is really fl 
personal loss to nil'San Franciscans. 
Tbe president of the board of fire com- 
missioners presided at trials, but Sul- 
livan-was a member of the board and 
was always ready to put la a good 
word for a man wbeu there was any 
excuse for blm at all.

As soon ns possible after the 
shake 1 ascertained that all my family 
was. uninjured.* Then commenced' oiir 
flglit with the fire, which lasted amid 
harrowing and nerve racking scenes foi 
fifty-two hours without intermission. 


"It took two firemen to hold the hose- 


while two more sheltered them' with' a 
wet blanket. And many, many times 
we- would -lie -down in the -gutter and 
roll in the water, but it. would not be 
two minutes till' we were perfectly dry 
again.. Our coats fell from our backs. 
Rubber coats lasted no length of time 
at all. Our caps were burned or baked 
on. our beads. .Our feet were blistered 
by the heat ou-tho rubber boots. . Yot 
every man fought' on for 
fifty-two 


hours, wlioox ordinarily a1 two hours' 
light will exhaust a' man. The doctors 
nnd nurses went up and down the lino 
and injected strychnine. into us. -so we 
could go ou. 
And one volunteer citi- 


zen, who had good judgment.' went -up 
and down the lino -with a sack 'and 
dipped it in tbe gutter, then applied It 
to tbe back of our necks. Many times 
were we trapped by the fire :md could 
not -get the horses to our engines, bul 
always the citizens volunteered nnd 
pulled them out for us. 
The. horses 


were exhausted also :ind could .not pull 
the engines at times. 
One phice la 


particular, up a steep hill, we put a 
rope on the engine and about 500 peo-. 
pie got bold and dragged horses, engine 
and all up tho hill. We had over half 
of our hose burned. And-muny of tho 
men were delirious at times. We had 
no conception of time, and when 1 
came to make out my report I called 
my men in to help, and while om>.

took place :it S o'clock in the morning 
another would swear it was at 11 
o'clock at night. It was as bright as 
day' at all times.

Other* Wore Unuoiiuflou* und Badly 


Muljiivd—FrONlimuu Say* Ho and Hlii 
Fellotva Had.to Walk Over BrokeD 
GlUK* la Dare Feet—Mm. Stanford'* 
lienldonoo Spilt In Two. 


Clarence W. 'Waugh, n freshman at 


Stanford university, has written a let- 
ter to bis relative.?, .la New York city 
describing the earthquake that kit tbo 
university and the.work he and his fel- 
low students 'did-in saving a number 
of.othera who were burled lu the ruins 
oi' one of the dormitories, says the New 
York Sun. The'letter was mailed the 
day after the ciu'.thquake. 
"'Young Waugh says that-do damage 
to;,tho university.'Is estimated by the 
authorities ut ?2,SOO,000. This Is how 
lie-descrtbea the scenes whcii the earth- 
quake tumbled the studeuts out oC bed 
IniEnclna ball, where he hud bis rooms: 


"Yesterday morning (April IS) about 


5:13 I was awakened by the most ter- 
rible sensation -uud noise Imaginable. 
The bed was. Jumping up and down- 
In fact," all the. furniture. 
You could 


not walk on the.door.it-was vibrating 
80. I finally got over to the door, but 
could not open1;it. All the time every- 
thing was croaking, and swaying In the 
.•worst manner imaginable.

"Well, I jumped but on to the window 


sill.and spanned:;the large stone par- 
.tltion between my, window aud that of 
the fellow's next/door (I am up three 
stories). I rushed:out of this fellow's 
room In .my pajamas and. bare feet., I 
nra In the central wing and just above 
the clubroorn. 'The chimney had fallen 
through the skylight, aud the . stones 
arid glass were strewn on'the lauding 
In front of the annex. 
•. 


'"Wo had to walk" over broken glass 


In our bare feet.. '.If I had been able to 
open the door when I flrst tried I 
would have been tin the landing when 
those stones fell. The night watchman 
certainly must carry'around with him 
n iiorseshoo. He;was Just stepping out 
of our wing on to the 'landing when a 
big Btono fell' down, sliding along his 
•arm. The only thing he got out of It 
.•was a scratch on his hand. If he had 
been over to the right half a foot hp 
iwould havo been' killed. 


"Well, when'the shocks were over 


•wo went back and dressed. We did 
not have to lodk very fur to see where 
the worst calamity had taken place. 
There was n large hole In the floor of 
the foyer, and from the sides of It you 
could have a flne^vlew of the sky. The 
massive chimney had broken the roof 
and carried" it down with It This 1m- 
meiise weight carried the next floor 
and all the other floors, with It down- 
tff'-the basement. About1 five fellow's 


caught_ia Jhls big..heap..;'The 


tlqors'-were tori1 out so".uoat;y iiiat n 
human hand' could, hardly have 'done 
better. All. the. furniture,'beds, ward- 
robes, chairs, etc.. wont do\vn_iu the 
heap. The wreckage was piled'from 
the basement floor clear up above the 
main floor. 


"You 
should have seen' us fellows 


work then. 'We got In the heap aud be- 
•gan clearing it so as'to gut ut the fel- 
lows underneath. Some of the pipes 
had broken und'the water '.was pouring 
down Into the pile. After n "'great" deal 
of effort the water was stopped. The 
huge stones of the chimney" and of the' 
wall were in the heap. Follows' clothes 
were in the heap, and also their books.. 
One by one .the fellows were hauled 
out. Each one wus unconscious and 
badly maimed. After two'hours of dig- 
ging Into the heap they finally camo 
upon the body of the last follow In the 
wreck.

This wus done in the' case 'of nine or 
ten companies that 'had to an extent 
ignored the dangers of what our iusur- 
aucc men call the "conflagration haz- 
ard" and accepted .tdo many risks lu 
the afl'ectod area. 


In the case oC very large companies, 


.however,' which do' a heavy business 
throughout the United' States and Eu- 
rope as well the perils oC the "confla- 
gration hazard" ':rire minimized by the 
fact that the risks-are so widely dis- 
tributed as to render It almost impos- 
sible for .any ••one. disaster to entail a 
sufficient loss..to cripple the company. 
Whatever losses are sustained by for- 
eign .compaules,operating In San Fran- 
cisco will have probably to be financed 
from the other- siilc.'.-siuce the com- 
panies doing the .largest business have 
only an lusigiilflcantyampymt of money, j 
invested in American" stocks or bonds. 
For that reason these companies are 
not likely, to sell auy. large portion of 
the stocks held in the .-United States. 


The'payment, of a groat flre loss Is a 


very Interesting operation. Hundreds 
of inen -are employed in-' it and special 
adjusters for special risks have to visit 
the scene.: It will be'weeks before the' 
San Francisco claims are wholly liqui- 
dated, but within, a mouth a large por- 
tion^ of the insurance loss will be set- 
tled' for. ' Wfiile the ^'insurance com- 
panies will not pay for earthquake 
damage, it will .be .difficult in many 
claims to tell 'where the, earthquake 
damage left off and tb'o flre damage 
began.
